ish cruisers, the Exeter, Achilles and 
Ajax, the Exeter was shot up also 
but the other two took up positions 
just outside territorial waters, wait- 
ing to resume the fight if the Graf 
Spee comes out. 


It was indicated that another British

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Relief Loads Still Weigh Heavily 


The perennial end-of-the-ycar relief ci-isos :ire likely to spring up almost 


anywhere. Somotime a l;ttle financial lesjerdenuiin can overcome the pre- 
Christmas distress of iiuiigent families-. 


But even the most i^tuto. balancer of mtmicipal budgets cnn solve the 


problem only temporarily. It will prolxibly hob up aKain." when funds have 
teen exhausted late in 19JO. Despite the billions of dollars Hie federal govern- 
rm-nt has poured into .;tr.tes and municipnlities in the forms of direct and 
indirect relief, the tiurdeu of feeding aiul .sheltering its unfortunates still 
weikhs heavily on every community. 


. hi August of this year, there were I,5S2,«K) eases on dirtv! relief in ull ,»f 


the -18 states. A case may be either a sinyle person or a family of four1 eight 
or .It). The aggregate bilj for feeding nnu Housing these people' was 538088000 
—for o single month. 


The average monthly expenditure for every relief ease din-ing the month 


of August, taken as a repiesentativ mouth, was $2-1.07. Btit the mean payment 
v/os considerably lower than this when considered on the basis of the "aver- 
age payment made by each state. Half of the states spent less than 514 pet- 
ess in August. 


Highest payments wore re-corded in the more heavily populated stales, 


particularly in the east. This would explain the $10 difference between the 
rnean payments of states and the average national expenditure. 


Expenditures per case range all the way from $3.38 in Oklahoma to $34.28 in 


. New York. These are average figures, so that some Oklahoma relief cases were 
granted less than S3.88 in supplies in August. 


It has been argued that the variation is one partly to varied living ex- 


penses in different sections. To a point this is true; but that scarcely explains 
the S9.01 average in Virginia, which lie,s just south of Maryland where 522.41 
was spent on each case. Nor does it explain why Arizona should spend S1238 
per case while New Mexico puts out only ?G.44. 


A simpler answer is that payments are not based so much on need as they 


are on the ability or willingness of the states to pay. 


All of the figures given represent'only amounts contributed by states 


for the relief of their own indigents. They do not take into consideration 
the tremendous allotments made by the national government for WPA 
PWA, NYA, and Farm Security aid.

When a person has been shocked 


by electricity, 
or has been taken 


unconscious from the water, seldom 
will the heart require stimulation, 
if artificial respiration has been start- 
ed1. A physician can aid by injecting 
drugs that act specifically on the 
heart. There is no way for the lay- 
man to help. 


The^ average person breaths 
from 


16 to 20 times per minute. Experts be- 
liev that artificial respiration move- 
ments should be given more rapidly 


than this, since sufficient air will not 
be taken in at that rate to comfort 
the patient. Some recommend that 
tire rate be between 24 and 40 move- 
ments per minute. 


According to a plan adopted by the 


American Red Cross and a number of 
large public: and industrial agencies, 
the proper movements follow.
